Mr. Balfour Says Britain Is Beady 
' to Bd Fall Jastiee to 
Ireland. 



Explauatjions as to the Transvaal 
Contl'pversy Made by Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain. 



London, Feb. 13. — In the House of 
Commons to-day Mr. George N. Curzon, 
Under-Secretary for the Foreign Office, 
replying to the question why Great Brit- 
ain prODOsed to Brazil that the dispute 
ret^arding the possession of the island of 
Trinidad should be decided by arbitra- 
tion, Ktiid (-ireat Britain ot;cupied Triui- 
liud in 17S1 , and abandoned it in 1782 
on tlie rejiresontationB of Portugal. Tlie 
late government, Mr. Curzon added, re- 
occupied the island because it had 
been abandoned for a century, and 
tbe government proposed arbitra- I 
tioii as the best means of HCttlinf; the | 
question of the ownersliip fd tlie island. 

Financial secretary <il tlie treasury 
Mr. Ilanbury, rejdyin^' to INIr. .J. lleni- 
ker Heuton, member for Canterbury, 
said the government was considering the 
question of establishing a jiarecl jiost be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States. He could not at the present 
time state what steps liad been taken, 
but he hoped that the United States 
government would consent to extend the 
Kystein to the United Kingdom. 

" When the debate on the address in re- 
ply to the tjueen's speech was resumed 
to-day, Sir William Vernon Jlarcoiirt, 
supporting the amendment of Mr. .lolin 
Dillon, anti-I'arnellite, censuring the 
government lor not proposing .self-2ov- 
ernment for Ireland, ))ointed out that 
colonies from which there was recently a 
splenilid testimony of loyalty to the 
crown, enjoyed home rule. He main- 
tained that the ])olic;y of home rule 
would be aH tfuccessful in Ireland as in 
the colonies. 

■■.Kt. Hon. A. J. Balfour, First Lord of 

aie Treasury and Conservative leader in 
le house, in reply said he did not be- 
lieve that home riile would cure the con- 
ditions of Ireland. Many Irish gentle- 
men on the opposite side of the house, 
he adiled, had gone to the Uuitetl States 
on political U-c'turiiig tourp, and had re- 
presented to citizens of the United 
States that nil Ireland (leiiiande<i was a 
constitution siinilar to that of the United 
States of America, in which Ireland 
should Ije rejiresented as if it 
were .\ew York state, within the 
Butish i'jinpire; but there was no doubt 
that the feeling against England was 
not due to the mere fact that the Amer- 
icans had one form of a free constitution 
and the Fnglisli had another. It is 
aroused, Mr. Balfour asserted, by the fact 
that they think the national claims of 
Ireland are not adequately regarded. 
But the state system of America, con- 
tinued Mr. Balfour, has nothing what- 
ever to do with national claims and 
would never have been founded on the 
question of natioiialitv. Moreover, he 
added, Rui)|)osiiig that America had ' 
been liroUen up into various Kt;ites, like ! 
Austria, each of a diflerent oritlin | 
ami dill'crent language, and the ! 
state s\'Ktciii (if Anii^rica lias been adopt- j 
ed to liicet them, it would be dillicult 
to hold the United States o! America as , 
one great organization, as it may be dif- ' 
ficult hereafter to hold the diverse elem- 
ents forming the Austrian empire. The | 
only cure lor this antipathy of the Irish 
abroad for England, is in increasing 
the knowledge of the earnest attempt of 
Great Britain to do justice to Ireland. 

"1 do not think tl»« question is 
thoroughly understood in America," 
continmxl .Mr. Balfour, " but more may 
be ex[H'cted when they realize the sin- 
cere desire rif parliament to mete full 
and ireiierous justice to Ireland. Then 
will begin a change of opinion wdiich 
will eventually iiermeatethe whole mass 
of the lui^dish speaking conimtinity, and 
the last cause of dissension bctu'ccn the 
great comniunities will be removed for 
ever. 

.Mr. T. M. llealy, aiiti-l'arnellite 
member for North Louth, stiid that Ire- 
land was as priiiid to apiieal to the Irish 
in America as England was to apjieal to 
the Anglo-Saxons in her colonies. Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Healy said lie believed it 
was the influence of the Irish in the 
American press which led President j 
Cleveland to issue his famous message 
on the Venezuelan question. 

Jilr. Dillon's amendment to the ad- 
dress in reply to the Queen's s|)eecli was 
rejec.teil by a vote of 2"^ to KiO. 

Mr. Lahouchere to-day moved an am- 
endment fill the subject of the Transvaal, 
lie said tliiit Hon. Cecil Rhodes and his 
associate directors in the Chartered 
South African Co. had received .£(iOO,l)0() 
for their st^rvices. There was, there- 
fore, a strong presumption that they had 
a hand in the recent events. He main- 
tained that the raid was curried out for 
stock market purposes. 

Several other nieinhera having spoken, 
lit. Hon. Mr. Chamberlain arose to re- 
ply, and was loudly cheered, He 
acknowledged the spirit of fairness with 
which the debate had been conducted. 
He would not advise all government de- 
partments to follow the plan of publicity 
he had adopted, but he did not 
regret the course he had taken ; because 
it proved that whenever a min- 
ister was called upon to re- 
present the country at a crisis, 
lie might rest assured of receiving 
the supiwrt of all parties and classes. 
He pointed out the confusion tliiit had 
arisen through mixing twodistinct mat- 
ters, viz., the Uitlander agitation and 
the Jameson raid. The former was an 
old trouble, in connection with which 
the cry of " wolf ! " had been raised too 
often. With regard to the raid, to the 
best of his belief, Mr. Khodes, the Char- 
tered South African Co., the reform coin- 
mitteeof .Iohannesburg,and GovernorSir 
Hercules KobiiiHon, were all equally ig- 
norant of Dr. .lameson's intended ac- 
tion, and there is no reason to doubt the 



truth of President Kruger's statement 
that he was unaware that the invasion 
was intended. An inquiry was pending, 
and he desired to protest against a pre- 
judgment on either side. He did not 
complain of Germany's attempted ac- 
tion at Delagoa Bay, but if it was 
legitimate for Germany to provide 
against mischief, it was legitimate for 
others to do the same. 

Mr. Chamberhiin explained that the 
promised inquiry came under three 
heads: 1st, the Jameson raid; 2nd, the 
complicity of the leader in Johannes- 
burg; and 3rd, the responsibility of the 
Chartered South African Comijany. 
The latter, ho snid, was not to be con- 
ducted with any vindictive motive, but 
it was a subject to discover whether 
or not the company was lit 
to be still intrusted with the 
administration of the territory. 
Therefore, he thought the inquiry must 
include the subjects Mr. Lahouchere had 
mentioned. It was not fair, however, to 
ask the government to pledge themselves 
as to the nature of the inf|uiry which 
was considered necessary. The govern- 
ment would readily assent. It would de- 
pend on circumstance whether it was 
made by a parliamentary committee or 
was a judicial iiKpiiry. 

He had been asked to revoke the 
charter of the company. That could 
only be ilone after full inquiry. Nor 
did'he think it desirable, Mr. Chamber- 
lain added, that the general adminis- 
tration of these new territories should 
be transferred to the Colonial oflice, 
which could not do the work necessary 
for their speedy development. While 
the company would be allowed to con- 
tinue their useful work developing the 
country, the military and police forces 
would "be removed from their control and 
placed under crown oflicers, taking their 
orders fioni the High Commissioner, 
but being jiaid by the Chartered Com- 
pany. No magistrate would be allowed 
to be appointed without legal or colonial 
exiierienee. The authority on the bor- 
der of British Bechuanaland would be 
the commandant of a military force un- 
der the service of the (Jueen. These 
measures, Mr. Chamberlain felt confi- 
dent, he said, would effectually prevent 
further raids. He had nothing to do 
with Mr. Cecil Rhodes' return to Afri- 
ca, he asserted. Recently Mr. Rhodes 
ivas the most powerful man in South 
.Vfrica. Now he returned there almost 
as a i)rivato individual, without the con- 
trol of a single policeman and having 
seen his work of civilization there jeop- 
ardized, if not destroyed. His dc])arture, 
therefore, did not cause alarm. 

"It would be an act of ingr.ititude," 
Mr. Chamberlain said, " to forget his 
]iast great sci'vices. He may have coni- 
initted mistakes. That is not for me to 
say ; but in my opinion his right place 
is in Africa, where he might do much 
to recover jmblic confidence. It was 
not in the power of the government 
to prevent the internal weakness in the 
Transvaal, which was duo to Uitlander 
discontent, but the government had de- 
manded that there should be a search- 
ing inquiry into the acts and the 
financial and political character of 
the Chartered South African Company. 
But the government would continue to 
give president Kruger friendly counsel, 
He reminded the gentlemen on the op- 
posite side that the home rule sugges- 
tion for the Transvaal was a gas and 
water home rule which President 
Kruger was perfectly justified in re- 
jecting. The invitation to President 
Kruger to visit iOngland was only 
given after the reccijil of jirivate intima- 
tion that it would be accefited. To pre- 
vent misconception President Kruger 
has been informed that the government 
would not discuss any moditication of 
the British suzerainty over the Trans- 
vaal. He regretted President Kruger's 
reply, as reported from Pretoria, because 
it was due to a misapprehension. 
He had invited President Kruger as 
a friend to him and to the Transvaal, 
and he was sure tlie President would be 
received in l-",iii:laiid with the respec.t 
due to him. In any case, he should 
continue his ell'orts in behalf of the Uit- 
landers in the confidence that he wouhl 
reix'ive the support of his countrymen 
here and in Africa.

to amend the Dominion lands act next 
session so as to give to the Catholics a 
share of the school lands. 

An order has been passed granting 
Rev. Father Lacombe certain reserva- 
tions of land in the Territories for the 
purposes of a halfbreed settlement. Lord 
Aberdeen wrote a sympathetic memo- 
randum on the order. 

Hon. Dr. Montague left for England 
to-day, it having been decided that he 
should take five or six weeks' rest from 
his parliamentary and official duties. 

The Independent Foresters' bill was 
practically passed by the banking com- 
mittee this morning. Last year the old 
line companies vigorously opposed it.

ASKED. 

Motion Before tbe New York Yacht Club 
CaUing on His Lordship to Retire. 

Nkw York, Feb. 13. — At the meeting 
of the New York Yacht Club this even- 
ing, it was expected that the America's 
cup difliculty would have been linally 
disposed of, but no definite action was 
taken . 

Captain Ledyard moved that in view 
of the charges preferred by F'arl Dun- 
raven in connection with the Americas' 
cup races having been found to be un- 
true, in fact, wholly unwarranted and 
unsupported by any reasonable grounds 
of suspicion, and His Lordship having 
iiei.lier retracted the said false charges 
norofi'ered any apology formakingtbeni, 
"Therefore be it Resolved that the 
secretary be instructed to inform the 
ICarl of jlunraven that his resignation as 
an honorary member of the New York 
Yacht Club is rc(]ucsted by the club." 

Secretary Oddie then read tin; follow- 
ing cablegram : " London, h'eb. l'~. — 
Ocldie, New York city : — F'orwardcd let- 
ters to Eives, Saturday ; and to Phelps, 
to-day. (Signed^ Dunraven." 

Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan then moved 
that in view of the dispatch which had 
just been read the meetinc be 
adjourned to two weeks from to- 
night, February 27, to take action on the 
resolutions of by Captain Ledyard. 

This motion was seconded and 
adopted.

Deserted by Wile hikI Daiiffhters He 
Got Into Dilficultieo and 
Shot Himself. 



Vancoi vi:i:, Feb. 18. — (Special) — 
About nine o'clock this morning pass- 
ei sby were attracted by the screams of a 
woman coming from rooms occujiied by 
Mrs. Tapley, an elderly lady and. her 
son. Guided by the noise, several peo- 
ple rushed into the apartments. .lohn 
Tapley was lying on the lloor, dying 
with a bullet wound in his breast. A 
doctor was sent for and the wounded 
man was taken to the hospital. He 
died this evening, but although con- 
scious till towards the last he refused 
to make any statement. This is regret- 
ted, as, it is said, he was cognizant of sev- 
eral doubtful business transactions and 
could have possibly cleared others said 
to be implicated in alleged ai-son and 
fraud . 

The following is the story of jMrs. 
Tapley, mother of the- man ^*ho com- 
mitted tlie desperate act: "He came 
to my room and said he wanted to stay 
with me. I gave him my bed and slept 
on the lounge. This morning he called 
me to his bedside. Ho then,'' she says, 
" told her of several matters of great 
privacy which he wanted her to write to 
llis wife, who had deserted him. This 
information Mrs. Tajiley would not dis- 
close. Ho then said ' I love Flossie (his 
wife) yet, [though she has ruined my 
life.' His mother tried to soothe him, 
but he said, ' It is too late now for me 
to start afresh in business; my wife and 
children are gone. Be prepared; for 
something is going to happen, wxit^ and 
tell Flossie about It all.' Thenhiedelib- 
erately put a pistol over his heart and 
fired. Ho did not speak after the shot 
was fired." 

Though it would appear that his 
wife's conduct had driven him to sui- 
cide, other reasons are alleged. A year 
ago Tapley had a prosperous Inisiness 
and his wife kept a lodging lious;e. Tlie 
first trouble was the elopement of his 
daughter with oneof the hoarders. Then 
domestic infelicities followed, and Mrs. 
Tajiley deserted her husband, taking her 
two daughters with her to San Francisco, 
where she now resides. Tajiley became 
discouraged, neglected his business and 
got into flnancial difficulties. He got a 
fresh start from a friend, being appoint- 
ed manager of a large bakery .and . con- 
fectionery store. But his reverses were 
too much for him and he deliberately 
jtlanned to put himself out of misery. 
The deceased was known throughout the 
jirovince and was one of Vancouver's 
pioneers.

ROENTGEN'S BAYS APPLIED. 

Wonderiul Experiments Made by Scientists 
With the Latest Scientific 
Discoveries. 

Onic.^tio, Feb. i;!.— The lirst iiractical 
exiieriinent in Chicago with Koeutgen't 
rays was made on Tuesday afternoon by 
Electrician Charles E. Scribner and Dr, 
Jainea Burry in the laboratory of the 
Western Electric Company. Casper 
Schmidt came to the office of the West- 
ern Electric Company complaining of a 
sore spot in the region o^ the palm of 
the hand, where he had been shot two 
years aL'o. After an hour's exposure to 
"the cathode rays the sensitive plates 
upon whii b reste<i the afliicted member 
were taken to the photographic room. 
When di!velc)iu'd the plate disclosed a 
nio.st excellerit likeness of the anatomy 
of the hand, and also what ajipeared to 
be a buckshot snugly ensconced between 
the metacarpal boneaof third and fourth 
lingers, about an inch and a half lielow 
the knuckle. 

Svi! Kci'SK, Feb. 18. — .\t the ^^yracuse 
university, under the direction of Prof 
lOugene Ilaanel, successful pliotographi 
are being made with rays of Koentgei 
light. Last week on the second trial tin 
skeleton of a live frog was pliotograpbet 
in one hour and lifteen minutes' cv; 
posure. Last night in a cardboard bo.x, 
a ticket, a dime, a coi)iicr cent, a carbon 
lead pencil and a steel key u'cre pene- 
trated, and in another experiment some 
bone bnttoiia, link cull' buttons and a 
piece Id' watchchaiu were imperfectly 
penetrated, after an exposure of only 
thirty mimiteH. Prof. Ilaanel says Ivli- 
fion cannot pliotograiih <he brain, be- 
criise it is transparent. 

W.isin.VGTO.v, Feb. 18. — The possibU 
uses of the new process of photogtaiihy 
involving the application of cathode rays 
in determining the existence of secret 
flaws in metals is about to lie tested 
thoroughly at the Carnegie works, wh(;re 
a large amount of naval construction is 
under way. The im{)Ortance of the pro- 
cess from an industrial standpoint can 
scarcely be overestimated. 

HARTFORD,'Feb. 13. — .Skeletonsof living 
bodies have been photographed in the 
Jarvis pliysit'al laboratory at Trinity 
eolU^ge by Prof. William Lis])en;ird 
Robb, of the faculty, and I^r.

EDISON'S LATEST. 

After Numerous Experiments tlie Wizard 
Siiys He Will Try to Photograph 
n Brain. 

OnANtiK, N. J., Feb. 13.— Mr. Edison 
continued his experiments with the 
Rontgen gas yesterday, and although 

many of his experiments were unsnc 
cessful he is a.4 enthusiastic as ever an( 
declares he will try photographing ; 
brain as soon as he secures rays strong 
enough to suit his purpose. The most 
important discovery made to-day was 
that the flickering noticeable in the llor 
escent tubes is controlled by the 
vacuum in the glass bulbs ;in(' 
not by the force tluctiiati(jn o 
the electric current as had lieen sup 
])0sed. This iliscovery was made by 
placing two tubes on the same circuit 
when in one the lluoresconco fiickored 
considerably, and in the other remained 
steady. A number of experiments were 
made in heating the photographic plates 
with a view to make them more sensi- 
tive. They were onsuccessfult however, 
Edison proposes to try i( the rays can be 
se nt over a telephone wire, placing the 
diaphragm of one receiver in front of a 
tube, and a receiver at the other end of 
the wire in an adjoining room m front 
of a sensitized plate. Jf the experiment 
is successful, the wizard says the jiossi 
bilities of theajiplication of the rays will 
be immense, and may include a practi' 
cal device for sending jiiutures by telC' 
graph.

LN THE LAW COURTS. 

Aiiotlier Libel Suit Against Dr. Morrison— 
Cooley V. Fitzstubbs. 

On January 30 the Full court dismiss- 
ed tlie apjieal in Kdison General Klectrit 
Co. v. Itaiik of British Columbia and 
others, by wliich plaintifis sought to set 
aside the judgment obtained by the de- 
fendants againstthe Westminster & Van- 
couver Tramway Co. Yesterday was 
tiie last of the 14 days that the plaintifl' 
had for asking leave to appeal to the 
Privv Council, and Mr. E. V. Bodwell 
and "Mr. A. !':. Mcl'billips, for plaintill's, 
yestei'day made an ex |)arle apjilication 
before Mr. .histire Mi:Crtught for leave 
to appeal. This application, as Mr. 
Justice .MrCieiglit N\as the only judge 
available at the time, was adjourned till 
the next sitting of tlic lull C(jurt. Mr. 
I*'.. F. Davis hajipening to be ju'esent, 
altbousrh he had not had notice 
of the apjilication, raised an ob- 
jection that he iiad received no 
notice; that there being no full court or 
divifional court sitting there was no 
jurisdiction and that the application 
should be made before the full court 
and hot to a single judge. 

Mr. Justice McCreight noted the ob- 
jection. 

Another libel suit is pending against 
Or. Richard Mortison and, as on two 
former occasions, the plaintifl" is Stephen 
tiraiuim Oainpl)ell. The case grows out 
of alleged statements similar to those 
which figured in the former suits which 
Mr. Campbell instituted against the de- 
fendant. The damages asked for are 
^2.000. 

The long standing suit of Cooley v. 
Kitzstubbs came up yesterday in cham- 
ber.s, when Mr. L. P. Dud', for defend- 
•nnts, applied to have the action dis- 
missed as against thd defendants l^Ic- 
Calium and Jeffreys. The order was 
made that plaintifT must go to trial in a 
month or the action woublbe dismissed.

i\EW BRUNSWICK LEGISLATURE. 

Formal Opening of the Session— The Lieut.- 
Governor on the Loyiilty and Patriot- 
ism of the People. 

I'liKDHiui ToN, X.B., Feb. 13. — (Special) 
— The provincial assembly was opened 
by His Honor Lieutenant - (iovernor 
Fraser at o o'clock this afternoon. In 
bis opening speech the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor said : It is a matter of sincere con- 
gratulations to the jieojile of this jtrov- 
iiice and to the i )ominion at huge that 
the year just closed has been a yeai' of 
cinitiuitnu'nt and average prosperity. 
You have learneil with sorrow, oi the 
Slid tiereaveiuent which has Jately cast 
its shallow over the loyal household, and 
the death of I'rince Henry of LSatten- 
lierg while in the active military ser- 
vice of his adopted country, has, I am 
well assured, elicited from the hearts of 
all profound sympathy for the widowed 
Princess and our beloved Queen. 

The threatened disturbance of the 
friendly relations which have existed 
without any serious breachduring living 
memory between the governments of 
Great Britain and the United .States is 
to US a matter of jjrofound concern. In 
common with Canadians of all classes 
and parties, I sincerely trust that this 
menace to civilization may be averted, 
and that we may ever remain ui)on 
terms of amity with our kinsmen and 
iiei<rlibors of tlie great republic. If un- 
happily trouble should ai'ise, 1 believe 
tlnoe is no ijortion of the Kinpire which 
would more heartily and loyally than 
this province maintain and defend con- 
nection with the mother country. 

In connection with the development 
ot frequent and direct steamship in ter- 
i:onimunication between the port of St. 
.lobn and Great Britain, the feasibility 
of which has this season lieen so success- 
fully demonstrated, it will be import- 
ant, especially to the farmers of the 
iirovince, that cold stoi-age warehouses 
be established at suitable jioints for the 
preservation of all perishalih: commodi- 
ties awaiting market or shipment. A 
measure will be sulimitled for your a))- 
proval enabling my government to assist 
private enterprisi? in this direction. 

Tlie mineral develo[)nient of New 
Brunswick, under the healthy stimulus 
of recent legislation, has been pi-osccuted 
with nmch energy by private skill and 
enterprise, but it is a question whether 
individual effort in this direction sliouhl 
not be furtlier supplemented by |)ublic 
assistance, if we are to be well and ac- 
curately informed as to the true extent 
and value of our mineral resources. A 
bill in furtherance of tliis object will be 
introduced for vour consideration.

She Owes Her Position To-Day to 
Paliuerston's Diplomacy. 

I have said tliat Palmerston u 
stood his public and played to it 
assiduity and success. That jiulilic, 
however, was by no means Kni,dand's 
best. The Ashhurtons, the GranviHes, 
the tJlareiidcins wer(^ not of it. The 
(^ueen andjtlie Prince Consort empha- 
sized their opposition to it. Koformers 
liki; Cobden and liritrht did their best to 
ilivorce the masses from it. liut insular 
l)rejudice was so stroni;. and melodrama 
jiroved so popular, that Palmerston 
leiamed his prestijje almost witliout in- 
tei ruption until the end. Yet hi; suc- 
ceeded in arousing an anta;j;onism to 
British policy and in forming an ideal of 
1'.. itish aggression abroad that still ob- 
tains upon the Continent and in Am- 
erica. 

No higher-handed piece of natiomU 
a^greHsion has probably been perpe- 
trated within tliis century than the re- 
cent invasion of Madagascar by the 
Fnuich. But the world at lart,'e has 
proved quite acqtnescent. Had lOiigland 
undertaken such an ex])editioi!, how- 
(^ver, the press ol two continents would 
have exhausted the vocabulary of con- 
tumely.

PROTECTION IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

We are told over and over again by 
tlie free traders of Canada — theoretic 
iree traders mainly — that free trade is 
80 gener.ally accepted in England as the 

only sound couuiiercial policy, tlmt it ia 
the meri'St folly to expe(.:t that it will hv 
abanilonucl or even inodilied in our day. 
The man who ])ro])oses to return to j)ro- 
tection in England, they say, cannot 
even get a patient hearing. He 
laughed at by almost everybody. His 
proposal is so absurd that very few in- 
deed consider it worth while to reason 
witli him. 

This niiiy have been almost 
true twenty years oi' so ago, hut it 
is very far indeed fi'om buinf^ true 
now. There are very many in Cireat 
Britain to-day who are beginning to 
doubt the efficacy of free trade in a 
country so favorably situated for its 
adoption a.s theirs; and tliere are many 
others who lielievetliat tlie time liaseome 
wlien llie wellaru ol tlie nation rLH|uires 
a very material moditication of its trade 
policy ill the direction of protection to 
native industry. Prominent aniontr 
these, they say, is Lord Salisbury him- 
self, the present Premier of Great 
Britain. Utterances of his, notably one 
wliieli is i-ontained in a speecii which his 
liOrilslii|i delivered at llastinj;s three 
years ivs" — are ciuoted to [)rove his lean- 
ing to protection as a national policy for 
•Great Britain, He said : 

Forty or fifty years ago everybotly be- 
lieved that free trade had conciuered the 
world, and they prophesied tliat every 
nation would follow the example of lOng- 
liind and give itself up to free trade. 
The results are not exactly what they 
prophesied ; but the more adverBe the 
results were, the more devoted the pro- 
pliets of free trade, who declared all the 
world would come right at last; the 
worse the tariffs of foreign countries 
became, the more conlident were 
the prophecies of an early 
victory. But we see now after many 
years' experience that, explain it liow we 
may, foreign nations are raising, one 
after another, a wall — a brazen wall — of 
protection around their shores which ex- 
cludes us from their markets, and as far 
as they are concerned do their best to 
kill our markets. 

After nearly half a century Great Bri- 
tain is the only free trade nation, and, 
instead of making converts to her policy, 
she finds arrayed against licr all other 
nations, great and small. She has not 
l)ceu alile to iiialcc cciiiveils dl 
lier own colonies. Singular to 
relate tlie nation which has 
derived ttie greatest benefits from Eng- 
land's liberal trade [lolicy is the nation 
which does the most to prevent the con- 
sumption within its borders of commodi- 
ties produced in Glreat Britain. Lord 
.Salisbury saw and deplored this com- 
mercial hostility to Great Britain, who 
had opened her markets to all the na- 
tions, and who while doing so had de- 
jn ived heraolf of the power of punishing 
them for their illiberality and their in- 
gratitude, This is what he said in hia 
Haatiuge speech of this result of tireat 
Britain's policy of free trade: 

We live in an age of wars of tarill's. 
Every nation is trying how it can, l)y 
agree"ment with its neighbor, get the 
greatest possible protection for its own 
industries and at the same time the 
greatest poasihle access to the markets 
of its neighhors. This Icind of negotia- 
tion is continually going on. It has 
l)een going on for the last year and a 
lialf with great activity. I want to point 
out to you that what I observe is that 
wliile A is verv anxious to get a favor of | 
J? and 15 is anxiouii to get a favor of C, 
nobodv cares two straws about getting 
the coin mercialfavor of Great Britain. 
What is the riiason of that? It is that 
in this great battle Great Britain has de- 
liberately strinped herself of the armor 
and the weapons by wliich the battle is 
to be fought. 

Every diBCorning man who reads tlie 
above passage from Loitl Salisbury's 



speech must admit that it gives the 
clearest evidence : that . his faith in,,tbe 
eflicacy of free trade -is undermined and 
that he is far on the way of becoming an 
open and avowed advocate of in-otection. 
If any member of the t/'oiiservative i)arty 
less eminent and less aljle than l.onl 
Salisbury had sjiid what he then said 
against free trade and in favor of protec- 
tion he would have been meirciieasly ridi- 
culed by both the. Conservatives and 
Liberals, and he would have 
been made to feel very uncomfortable 
as a member of the Unionist party- 
But being Lord Salisbury, the leader of 
the Government, it was considered 
neitlier safe nor politic to attack him too 
fiercely for what most of them regarded 
as his commercial here.sy. Since 1892 
many prominent ICnglishmen, and many 
more that are not i>rominent, have 
openly avowed their faith in a policy of 
moderate protection for England. The 
party which they have formed is rapidly 
growing in numbers and in influence, 
and it is safe to say that the day is not 
far distant when it will be a power in 
the land. 



THE SUPPRESSION OF VICE. 

The question is being asked hero as 
elsewhere, can vice be suppressed by 
rigiti laws strictly enforced? There are 
many who say it must be and it ought to 
be. But this is not a satisfactory an- 
swer. What the practical man wants to 
know is, Can it be, or has it been? What 
does the experience of communities say 
about it? What answer does history 
give? 

There have been good people in all 
ages who have grieveil over the wicked- 
ness of|tho wicketl and have done tli 
boat to lessen its amount by the aid of 
law. There is no vice that 
can be named that has not 
been legislated against, and some of the 
laws have been of draconian severity. 
Men regard eij in their day and genera- 
tion as reformers luive gone into tlie 
business of manufacturing sins. Tliev 
have treated as offences worthy of severe 
punishment practices and recreatio.ns 
which are by many considered not only 
harmless but positively beneficial. 
Others have tried to regulate the per- 
sonal expenses of men and woven by 
law. l)i:ploring extravagance as one of 
the causes of vice, they have made laws 
Hjiecifying what kind of clothes persons 
of a certain rank shall wear. Jiut 
these laws liave all proved to a 
greater or less extent ineflective. 
r t lias been found impossible to make 
men and women good by act of parlia - 
ment. Vice still abounds and flaunts 
itself everywhere in the face of op(!n 
day. 

What is to be done? Are peoi)le t(j sit 
with folded hands and allow society to 
liecome corrui)ted from bottom to top 
without making any exertion tojpre- 
serveit? By no means. There are ways 
and means of leading men, women and 
cliililrrn into the juitlis of righteousness 
and of keeping tlieiii in the right track. 
These have, we .ire thankful to sav, 
been found ellective in millions 
upon millions of cases. They 
should be used zealously and 
faithfully. J?tit people will go astray; 
they are continually falling. The wan- 
derers are not fiften led back to virtue, 
it must be admitted, or the fallen raised, 
by punish merit in any form. There are 
o 1 1 1 e r and better ways of reclai ming them . 
The hardenecl offender who violates the 
laws must be punished, but we fear the 
punishment does not in many cases 
efl'ect •! reformation in him. But society 
must take care of itself, ami he must be 
placed where lie can do it no injury. 
The erring, however, should be dealt 
with gently. 

We do not think that vice can be put 
down or even lessened by talking about j 
it from the housetops. The less that I 
the uninitiated know about it tlie better. | 
There is a wise reticence about <'ertain | 
subjects that was religicjusly observed ' 
by our fathers and mothers which had a 
gooil teudeiicv and which made for 
pure thinking and clean living. Famil- 
iarity with evil is not an aid to virtuous 
conduct. "There is an acquaintance 
with evil," says a contemporary, " which 
attests lost purity of thought— possibly 
of purpose — and sets ajar the broad gate 
that leads to" — Avernus. 



lenders in the solvency of the Govern- 
ment and in the wisdom and honesty of 
its policy ill the matter of the 

currency. It has been said that 
the loan is not a popular one 
because a huge pi-o|iortion of the 
oU'ers was made by banks. But the 
banks, it seems, in this matter acted as 
the agents of their customers. The San 
Francisco Argonaut, M'hiuli is opposed to 
the Government, says that the greater 
part ot the subscriptions came from 
banks and bankers on account of " the 
cumbrous and complicated regidations 
drawn up by Secretary Carlisle." It goes 
on to say : "The people \v(!re not permit- 
ted to bid on a ilat loan, knowing that 
they would pay so much for a bond that 
would pay them such a rate of interest 
for sucli a term of years, but they were 
forced to make intricate calculations in 
order to find out what rate of interest 
the boiulB would bring them if they paid 
a certain premium, in addition ; they were 
forced to enter into an auction contest 
over the bonds with bankers and brok- 
ers who wore entirely familiar with 
business which the mass of the people 
did not understand." 

There may be something in this, but 
by the Argonaut's o.vn account it is evi- 
dent that the loan was subscribed to by 
the men in the United States who knew 
most about business and who were best 
able to estimate the strength of the 
credit of the government.

TIIE POPULAR LOAN. 

The .sueeesH of tin; " jiopular loan in 
the United .States has been a surprise to 
peojile in all jiart.s of the world. Tlie 
loan called for gold, ft was lielieved 
that gold was scarce in tlio United 
States and that those who had it did 
not care about parting with it. But the 
event proved that there is plenty of gold 
in the country, and that the holders ot 
it when they saw the chance of a good 
and a safe investment were ready 
enough to place it in the hands of the 
(iovernnient. Tliis showed that, not- 
withstanding all that had been said by 
alarmiata and croakers, the credit of 
the Government of the "United States 
stands high among the people of the 
United States. The Government asked 
for JflllO.OOO.OOO at four per cent., and 
over $500,000,000 was ollereil, and ofl'ered, 
too, at a premium. United States citi- 
zens declared their willingnegs to give 
the Government of their country from 
one hundred and three to one hundred 
and nineteen dollars gold for a one hun- 
dred dollar bond bearing interest at four 
per cent., payable in twenty-five years. 
Tho average bid was 110. This was 
strong evidence of the confidence of tho

"A MORAL CllUSADE.'- 

To THE Editor :— There ia no room 
for argument among good citizens that 
anv effort undertaken, by no matter 
wlioni, for the bettering of mankind 
should jeceive the supjiort of the com- 
imiiiity. Certain i)ortions of the great, 
human family from its earliest history 
have required a helping band to lu-iiig 
them into a better slate, or if this was 
not possible, a suflicient surveillance 
over them to guard the roniainder 
against their evil influencis There is, 
however, always room for discussion as 
to the best method by which the lirst of 
these objects is to be attained. In many 
cases a too earnest but injudicious friend 
does more harm to a cause than benelit. 
It is not a pleasant task to meddle with 
lilth of any sort, and the effort made 
may simply create disgust without re- 
moving the evil, or may by its exposure 
to the light of day cause greater evil to 
ensue. J n my youth, and in my later 
ye;u s, I was a constant reader of the life 
iif Christ, as given to the world by the 
apostles, and it niy memory serves me 
right, the (iri'at T'eaclier in Mis treat- 
ment of the fallen was gentle and mer- 
ciful. 

Some of the later day exi)ourulei s of 
Christ's ieachings have adopteil differ- 
ent methods than tbat of their Master. 
It may bo that they mean well, but those 
of their own faith, and all of the W(a-ldly 
class, among wlinse ranks 1 am, are 
skentical on the jjoint. They tliinkthat 
the'deaiie to do g(jod, to lead the fallen 
to higher things, holds a secondary place, 
and the craving for the applause of the 
multitude the first. There were Phari- 
sees in the days of Christ, and their 
descendants are still with us, and are 
not confined to the children of Israel. 

All this preamble leads me up to the 
jioinl that f wish to make. Would it 
not have accomplished a better end if 
our ^'ictoria I'arkhurst — the Rev. Mr. 
Trotter — bad laid his complaint before 
the proper auth(jritiea in a coninioii- 
scnse way, than to have jjroclainicd 
the history of his lour among 
the bouses of prostitution and 
the Chinese gambling houses from 
the pulpit, and— not satisfied with 
tliat— printed his " Night Sights of Vic- 
toria" — the title is mine — in the evening 
newspaiier. It is not so long ago that 
the women of California were compelled 
to protest against the practice of some 
of their newspapers in printing the de- 
tails of crime and infamy, thus making 
it known to the young how wickedness 
was carried on. They rightly claimed 
that the exposure of such evils had a de- 
iiioralizing ell'ei't upon their sons and 
daughters. Children read the n<:wspa- 
pers nowadiiys with as muidi avidity as 
tludr elders, and their minds arc' curious 
t(j know of all things. I belime tluue 
were many jieople who burnetl the paner 
containing Mr. Trotter's expose to pie- 
vent their children reading it. Audi 
believe, too, that a greater evil was done 
by its ]iublicalion than good. All tliat 
Air. Trotter (dainis he desired to do, 
could have been acconiplisbeil ijuietly. 
\ petition setting forth bis charges and 
evidence could have been presented to 
the civic board and an investigation de- 
manded. This, however, would not 
have filled Mr. Trotter's church to the 
doors, and made him and his so-called 
sermon the talk of the town — including 
the children. ♦ 

It needed no investigation of Mr. 
Trotter, who, 1 understaiul, is an un- 
married num, to prove that the social 
evil exists in Victoria, as it does every- 
where on earth, and has existed from all 
lime, and it is the highest folly for Mr. 
Trotter ami his colleagues to suppose 
that declamations, the passing of by- 
laws, driving the fallen from street to 
street, 'or any other method they may 
'devise will eradicate that evil, and espec- 
ially is this true of Victoria — a seaport, 
a naval station and a garrison town. If 
Mr. Trotter's efforts had been directed 
through a proper channel with the ob- 
ject of placing the social evil under 
stricter police sujiervision than at pre- 
.sent, so that the demi-monde would be 
j)revented from parading tluunselves in 
the streets, in hacks, in theatres, and in 
other public ])laces, in conspicuous col- 
ors, all good citizens would have been a 
unit in endorsing him. Much greater 
men, and much larger communities, 
have tried to do all that Mr. Trotter is 
endeavoring to do, and have 
lamentably failed. Toronto — mis- 
named "the good" — with the backing 
of a united clergy and aldermanic board, 
has failed in sach a task as Mr. Trotter

has imposed upon himself, and only 
succeeded in placing the evil in more 
dangerous channels. The history of 
Siinflar efforts in cities oEthe Old World 
for hundreds of years past also shows 
similar failures. 

I do not think that many of these 
women will be converted to Christian 
beliefs and morals by the crusade in- 
augurated against them. There will be 
few to whom the reverend gentleman can 
say, in the words of the Master he pro- 
fesses to serve, "Thy sins are forgiven; 
go and sin no more." The advice of 
one of the '■ worldly " to him is to act 
with more discretion and less publicity, 
and he will accomplish greater good, 
lint he will have to sacrifice in doing so 
the n()t(u iety that is so sweet to the self- 
conceited. 

The crusade against lottery games, 
cluick-a-luck, and kindred gambling, in- 
dulged in 60 mucli by commercial men 
from the East, the professional gambler, 
and the youth of the city, is a wise one. 
The object sought in this move is easy of 
accomplishment. If the chief of police 
would do his duty a lottery or chuck-a- 
lin^k game would not exist in 
Cliinatown. Whatever influence has 
swayed the chi(^f and the 
" linest " in winking at the carrying on 
of o|)eu gamblintr games in China- 
town, 1 am not jjrejiared to say. Some 
have hinted that it was, as a well known 
member of the legislature once said, of a 
metallic ('b.-iracter. 

My opinion is that the conHnissioners 
have been altogether too lax in their du- 
ties, and the police have allowed every- 
thing to run wide oi)en. The games are 
closed now, as they have been a dozen 
times before, when an agitation was 
started against them, or on the advent 
of a new council Some energy was dis- 
played on the part of a member towards 
the suppression of gambling. However, 
it only needs a little oversight on the 
jiart of the jiolico commissioners to pre- 
vent them from running at any time. 

Now, Mr. Kditor, I have drifted into a 
lengthy letter, and it will [lerhaiis be 
open to the charge that it is of the same 
i^haracter asi tlu^ writings and preachings 
that 1 have comlcmncd. My intention 
was not to do so, but sim])ly to ]ioiiit (Dut 
to these well-meaning peojile who have 
inaugiiiatc'd this moral crusade, that the 
wea])()n tbat they are using to accom- 
plish that desire may prove a boomerang 
and produce an eflect that they would be 
the first to deplore. Co.mmon Sense. 



SMALL DEBTS COURT. 

To 'i in: IjiT'i'on : — As a loyal subject of 
Her Majesty J have been ania/.ed to no- 
tice the utter disregard wbic.'b has been 
paid to the decision of tiie Su])ieme 
court by certain magistrates and a judge 
of an inferior court. The courts having 
been decided to be unconstitiiticuial, it 
seems to me that all proceedings in 
them are ultra vires and' if any bailiff 
takes any man's goods under an execu- 
tion he will be ii trespasser and liable to 
bo ejected by violence if he will persist 
in his levy. 

The system of allowing magistrates to 
take all the fees they can get for their 
own use is oiien to gi-eat abuse, and 
should not be allowed in a ('ivilizud coun- 
try. A |)laiiuill" I'onsults a magistrate ; 
bis interest is to issue jtrocess, and, 
what is worse, his interest lies in mak- 
ing bis court pi))mlar for the ])laintiEf 
and the defendant must take can; o' 
himself. A magistrate sends out a cir 
cnlar to the pablic asking for patronage, 
W as ever such a thing heard of beitireV 
The system is vicious. 

Again, the whole thing is unfair— a 
defenilant has no chance. Surely a week 
should be allowed any man to settle an 
action, and no man should be pounced 
upon. Under the present system a sum- 
mons is taken out at 10 o'clock in the 
f(u^eiioiui ; it is heard at I'J o'l-lock, and 
an execution or judgment summons 
issues at oiuu;, so that the poor defend- 
ant has' no opportunity of looking up his 
defence, if he has any, and no chance of 
getting the money if he has none. He 
is hanged, drawn and (juartered in the 
twinkling of a gate jiost. 

The County court should take (cogniz- 
ance of all cases, whether largo or small, 
and there is no need to multiply courts.

St, lM;Ti:i'.siiriic;, Feb. Ki.— News that 
Dr. Nansen, the Arctic explorer, had 
reached the North Pole, whence, having 
found land, he was now returning to 
civilization, was tplegraphed here from 
Irkutsk, Siberia, where it liad been re- 
ceived from Ust Yacht, at the mouth 
of the Yana river. The dispatch 
to the ellect that a Siberian 
trader named Koucliuarell' has re- 
ceived inforiiialioti that Dr. Xansen 
the Norwegian exiilorer who sailed on 
.June 21, hSKH, in the steamer P'ram for 
the Arctic regions, had rcticlied the 
_ _ th I'ide where he found land. Sev- 
eral stories have been received as to the 
success of the indefatigable navigator; 
one of them, thivt in April last 
he had found the pole, wliich was 
situated on a chain of mountains, an- 
otiier received in London on September 
1" from the Danish trading station of 
Angmuys, on the east coast of Green- 
land, that a ship supposed to be tlie 
Frain had been sighted at the end of 
,1 uly stuck fast in the ice drift. On De- 
ceinher G a dispatch which came from 
Cliristitina, Norway, stated that Dr. Nan- 
sen's wile had received a letter per carrier 
])igeen reporting tliat the expedition 
was doing well. This report was pub- 
lished for what it was wortli , but its in- 
accuracy was manifest from the fact 
that iiu pigeons were carried by the 
party. 

Dr'. Nansoii has been for years an ea- 
tliusiastic believer in the possibility o_f 
linding the north pole. He is about :!" 
years of age and entered the university 
at Christiania in 1S80. Two years later 
he went on a sealing cruise to Denmark 
straits, on the east coast cd" Greenland, in 
the Viking, letter, in lcSS2, he was ap- 
pointed curator of the musem at 
Bergen, which position he remained in 
until 1.S8S, when he led a small expedi- 
tion of six men to Greenland, crossing 
the southern part of tliat portion of the 
globe. On bis return to Ids native land, 
Norway, Nansen took preliminary steps 
toward littiiig out an expedition tiiid 
constructed a three-master sailing 
schooner, which had ti sixty horse power 
steam engine auxiliary to her sails. Her 
aides were so constructed as to force all 
the ice meeting the vessel to passunde - 
neath her, thus iireventing what is 
known as " pinching and screwing." 

Lo.viaiN, l''e'o. IS. — The reported dis- 
coverv of tlie N'orth Pole by Dr. Niinseii 
is nii'ich discussed in the papers this 
morning, both in London and, accord- 
ing to foreign telegrams, elsewhere. Tiie 
general opinion seems to be some- 
what skeptical, without denying 
the possibility of the truth of 
the rejiort. This report is held 
to at h'iist indicate that Dr. Nan- 
sen is safe and is riduriiing. The Koyal 
Geographical Society's ollicials consider 
it strange that they should have re- 
ceived no word, as Dr. Nansen jiromised 
that the s(5i iety should have the very 
lirst information, and they have re- 
ceived nothing. 

WAsiii.stiTo.N, Feb. 18. — The story from 
Russia to the elleut that Nansen, the ex- 
jiiorer, has discovered and landed at the 
North Pole and is now on his way home 
is received herewith absolute incredul- 
ity by the two persons who, of all otherb 
in the United States, are best qualified 
to pass an oiiinion upon the probability 
oi t.he statement — Commodore Melville 
and tieneral Greely. Commodore Mel- 
ville was particularly confident that the 
story was without a reasonable founda- 
tion.

Chamberlain's dis- 
patch and the reply thereto of President 
Kruger has led people to believe that 
trouble is again impending. The gov- 
ernment is undoubtedly nuieli incensed 
at what is considered the discourtesy of 
Great Britain in publishing the Cham- 
berlain dispatch before its delivery here. 

A Kingston, Jamaica, desjiatch says 
the rejjori that the United States had 
recognized the Cuban insurgents as bel- 
ligerents was circulated yesterday and 
led to a demonstration of sympathy 
with the United States and Cuba lai^t 
night, in which the Americans of that 
eitv joined. 

The French Chamber of Deputies to- 
day by a vote of o^G to 43 adopted a vote 
of conVideiice iu the government. This 
iiction was the result of the refusal of 
the Senate on February 11 by a vote of 
ir)8 to So to pass a vote of confidence at 
the reouest of M. Bourgeois, the pre- 
mier, oil the (luestion of the Southern 
Ky. scandal. The cabinet met after this 
adverse vote in the senate, but decided 
not to resign and to endeavor to obtain 
a vote of confidence in the chamber of 
ileputies to-day. 

The Nicaragua government has pub- 
lished a decree announcing that it has 
returned to the supremacy of the civil 
laws, and therefore martial law is once 
more set aside. 

Tlie sensational story published in 
New York in a despatch from Berlin 
saying that a gross insull was offered to 
Kraperor William yesterday afternoon 
when it was stated that a jiackage made 
up of copies of the Vorwaerts was 
tbrowii into his carriage, striking him 
on tiie left shoulder, is not conliriiieil. 

Count Kutuzoff, representing the Czar 
of Kussia, has arrived at Solia to attend 
the ceremonv of tbe conversion and 
baptism of Prince Boris, eldest son of 
Prince Ferdinand, into the orthodox 
church. The representative was met at 
the station by Prince Ferdinand and 
they drove together tlirough the streets, 
which were profusely <lecorated with 
lings, where the Count was received 
with the highest honors. 

The Koine correspondent of the Chron- 
icle savs : " .\fter the baptism of Prince 
Boris 'into the Cneek church, Prince 
Ferdinand of Bulgariti will go to St. 
Petersburg to personiiUy wait upon the 
Czar." 

The Chronicle editorially demands 
that the government shall be challenged 
to give ftul information of the alleged 
40,000 British colonists in the territory 
disjiuted between Venezuela and British 
( iuiana. 

The Standard says there is reason to 
believe that before accepting the invita- 
tion to visit England President Kruger 
tried to stiiiulate that I'higland's treaty 
right of suzerainty should be open to 
discussion. The government refused to 
accede. We understand that President 
Kruger complained of the language of 
Lord Salisbury's speech to the Noncon- 
formist Unionist As^iciation. 

The Daily News in an editorial says: 
" Jlr. Chamberlain's first mistake in 
dealing with the Transvaal is a bad one.

CHEMICAL ANALYSIS. 

Mr. Carmichael Deals, With This Subject in 
His Last Lecture of the Mining 

Course. 

The last of the series of mining lec- 
tures under the ausiiices of the govern- 
ment was delivered by Mr. Herbert Car- 
michael vesterday evening. liefore 
proceeding to illustriUions of iiractical 
methods of assaying, jMr. Carmichael 
drew attention to the great changes that 
were going on in natitre. Water, he 
pointed out, more than anything gradu- 
ally changes the aspect of the Jandscape, 
acting not only as a mechanical 
agent or solvent but as a medium by 
which carbolic acid and oxygen in a ilis- 
S(dveil slate are applied to the substance 
undergoing tlu; change. One of its most 
remarkable uses as a vehicle, from a 
commercial jioiiit of view, was in its 
solution of the underground strata of 
salt in the great brine sjirings of the 
world. Granite, one of the most dense 
and enduring of rocks, yields loan influ- 
ence apiiareiitly so feeble as water 
charged with carbonic acid gas and 
crunihles to pieces. This carbonic 
gas Mr. Carmichael prejiared and 
showed some of its properties, 
explaining also tliat the decomposition 
of granite is brought about by the adin- 
ity of carbonated water for the alkali of 
the felsjiar of which granite is largely 
composed. This alkali being ilissolved 
out the mass of rock crumbles in conse- 
ijueiice. Taking up analysis, practical 
ueiiionatration was given of blow pipe 
tests for silver, antimony, manganese 
and cobalt and wet qualitative tests 
by means of chemical reagents 
for silver, i^opjior and other niin- 
erale. Salts of sodiimi, sli-ontium, 
barium and calcium were burned in a 
Buuseii burner fiauie to sho-.v the dis- 
tinctive colors, and spectroscope analysis 
of these colors was briefly explained. 
An oiiportunity to UBO the ipectroscope 
was given the audience at tne close of 
the lecture. This condludea aconTseof 
lectures that has been very greatly ap" 
pi-eciated. ,

He also composed a 
requiem mass and a number of fantasies, 
nocturnes, etc.
